We have an Account from 7ork, that the Duke of Boſton's and 
the Lord Caſtleton's Regiments of Foot, being newly raiſed, are 
now quartered in that City, their New Cloathes and all other 
Accommodations coming by Waggon from London. They 
further relate a remarkable Story of a Butcher of that Ciry that 
lacely Liſted-himfelf in one of their Companies, who for ſome 
Miſdemeanour, was committed Priſoner to the Main Guard, 
and bcing in one of the Chambers alone, ſtripd himſelf naked, 
and with his Knife which he uſed in his Calling, ript himſelf 
from the Hollow of his Stomach to his Navel, took out ſome 
part of his Guts, and cut them in Eight or Ten Pieces, and 
threw them on the Floor, after which he lay in a dying conditi- 
on for two or three Hours, many People coming to ſee him ; 
and when they thought he had been dead, to the admiration of 
all, he roſe up on a ſudden, and fat him down in'a Chair in the 
light of Forty People, which was about Three of the Clock in 
the Afternoon, and lived till Twelve at Night. 
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
